CHINA AND RUSSIA 


ALLIES ARE LACKING IN 
UNANIMITY. 


THE 


erman and Russian Opposition—At 
Shanghai Men-of-War Cleared for 
Action—Bombardment Imininent. 


London, July 19.—While evidence 
accamulates daily that China has long 
been preparing for military organiza- 


tion 1m anticipation of the present con: 


fict, sod as the rebellion is extending 
continually that barmony among the 
allies, which is necessary to meet soch 
a grave aituation,ie deplorably lacking. 

The Russians bave refused Admiral 
Seymour's reqoest to hand over the re- 


stored Taku and Tien Tsin railway to) 


the English company and it is rumored 
that Germany proposes taking a ser- 
jous independent step, namely, to pat- 
rol the Yung Tee Kiang with German 
men-of-war. Soch a step would be 
greatly resented by England. 

Still more alarming news, the Japa- 
bese government delays forwarding the 
division already mobilized, 

The Standard in an alarmist edi- 
torial saye: ‘‘It is useless any longer 
to hide from ourselves the fuct that 
China has declared war on civili zation 
and plunged into the conflict with hor- 
rid frenzy. Equally futile 1¢ is to dis- 
coss whether the hostilities are being 
waged hy the Chinese government, in- | 


asmuch as it is evident that an admip- | 
istration of some kind exists and is di- 
recting the anti-fureign movement. 
Colese unmistakable eivdence exculpat- 
ing the Pekin government iw promptly | 
forthcoming the powers should treat | 
China as a beligerant state and act ac- | 
cordingly."' 

A similar line of comment is taken 
by the Other morning papers. All ap- 
plaud the course taker by Count Von | 
Bulow in stopping cipher telegrams 
from the Chinese legation in Berlin, | 
and all urge the other powers to follow | 
Germanys’ example. 

A dispatch from Tien-Tain distri- | 
butes the nomber of those killed and | 
captured by the natives of the city as|

follows: Russians, 100; Japanese, 57; 

British 40, and Americans 37. The 
correspondent who sends this asserts 
that thousands of Chinese were killed | 
and fighting is still going on, when this | 
dispatch was cent, in various parts of | 
Tien-Tain. 

The correspondent of the Express at | 
Tien-Tain contrasts the ‘‘splendid work 
and perfect equipment of the Japanese | 
with the ‘‘inadequate supplies of Brit- 
ish, German and American continog- 
ents, which are terribly lacking in the | 
most obvious necessaries."’ The first | 
Boxer proclamation has made an ap- | 
pearance in Shanghai. The governors | 
of the provinces of Hu-Nan and Hu-Pi | 
have openly joined the Kwan move- | 
ment and are marching with their | 
armies to Pekin. 

London, July 19.—The czar gives 
the Chinese minister at St. Petersburg 
bs passports; a virtual declaration of | 
war against China. 

The Pekin government mobilizes 
one million men, eplendidly equipped 
and well drilled. This does not in- 
clude the Boxers. 

Enaland orders the Indian conting- 
ent of 10,000 men to Shanghai, and is 
mobilizing other forces at Hong-Kong. 

Lord Roberts will be ordered to 
conmand in China, as stated in the 
house of commons. 

St. Petersburg, July 1%.—Rassia. 
will put an army of 200,000 men in the 
field against Pekin.

AMUR PROVINCES. 


SERIOUS REPORTS OF Distr. 
ANCES EN RUSSIAN MANCHOURIA 


Annihilation of Muscovite Garrisons 
and Government Ships — Good 
News From Tien Tsin, 


Loadon, Jaly 18.—The exteusion of 
the Boxer movement bas resulted ina 
Rieat destraciion of the railway, com- 
pelliug the Russians to withdraw their 
Otticials. The Chinese tried to step the 
Russiav steamer Michael carrying am- 
munition, and the steamer Selenga 
with the Russian frontier commission 
on board, from passing up the Amar, 
at Aigus. Th- Chinese, according to 
the Dauiy Mails St. Petersburg corree- 
pondeut, have thrown up fortifications 
aud placed forty guns at @ point twelve 
miles from Aigan to dispute the pro- 
Rre:s of the Russians. The Amur mili- 
tary district was mobilized a fortnight 
ayo on a war footing; and it is beliey- 
ed that the Russian forces there are 50,- 
000 men and 1:2 guns. The governor 
general has now ordered the troo;s on 
the tronticr to form a cordon. 

According to a dispatch from Shang. 
hai to the Daily Matl, dated yesterday
